YUKON FURS. 
BIG INDUSTRY AT DAWSON.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—A thousand 
men, exclusive of Indians, are engaged 
in trapping and hunting in the vast 
extent of fur-bearing country on the 
upper Yukon, according ta a report re- 
ceived at the State Department from 
Consul McCook at Dawson City, dated 
September 9. Dawson City is the cen- 
tral market for this fur country, and 
sends fully 40,000 pelts annually to the 
great fur markets of London and New 
York. The industry 28 an annual 
revenue of about $130,000 

In Dawson London quotations gov- 
ern, being fixed twice a year—in March 
and August—by a board of principal 
dealers of the city, and prices are 


The 
present rates, compared with last 
year’s prices, show an increase on bear, 
beaver. otter and mink, and a decrease 
on silver-gray fox, marten, wolf and 
wolverine. A wide difference which is 
often noticed between maximum tnd 
minimum figures, says Mr. McCowk. 
is due to variatichs in the shade and 
quality of the fur, and to the time o: 
year in which the animal is caught. 
For instance, the pelts of bears caught 
in the spring, just after the hibernut- 
ing process is over, are worth mor? 
than those secured in the fall, because 
their fur is soft and thick, instead of 
harsh and thin. In all pelts, winter 
fur commands often three times as 
much as summer fur in price, and in 
most cases dark-colored fur is worth 
much more than the lighter varieties. 
As to the variety of furs, Mr. Me- 
Cook says that the marten pelts aie 
the most numerous, and black fox the 
scarcest. The latter is the most valu- 
able of all the furs in the upper Yu- 
kon, a good pelt readily bringing $300.

“I first saw Maj. McKinley at Mas- 
silion, O., in the summer of 1878. The 
occasion was his renomination to Con- 
gress..

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AMONG THE RAILROADS. 
AMERICAN ENGINES. 

One of the most recent charges made 
against American jocomotives abroad 
is that they are “dirty-iooking ma- 
chines.” This comes from one of the 
great railway lines in India. Barring 
the fact that one is necessarily more 
or less uncertain as to what meaning 
is to be attached to an Englishman s 
use of such an adjective as “dirty,” we 
are prepared to suy that it fs not so, i; 
the engines are taken care of. If the 
lack of piano finish upon American 
engines leads to a lack of reasonab e 
and proper care on the part of hostiers, 
drivers and firemen, with that we have 
nothing to do. The charge is made in 
“a report to the Indian government by 
Col. Constable, the manager of the road 
in question, in the course of which re- 
port he states that no doubt the Amer- 
Wan engine burns more fuel and wears 
out sooner than the English locomotive, 
and the former is unquestionably u 
dirty-looking machine, but Americans 
do not expect their engines to last more 
than fifteen years, by which time they 
are ready to put them on the scrap 
heap and adopt a different design and 
a more efficient article, and it must be 
remembered that coal is exceedingly 
cheap in America. Col. Constable also 
states that their great hauiing capacity 
makes up for any defects in their de- 
tails, and that in his opinion weak and 
out-of-date engines are not discarded 
often enough in India. He continues as 
follows: “The first duty of an engine 
is either to run fast or to pull a big 
load, and I would sooner have a dirty- 
looking engine that would hau! 2500 
tons than a beauty to look at that 
“ould only haul 600 or 700 tons, as iu 
England. or 1200 tons, as in Inaia. The 
cost of coal is only one factor in the 
Cost of carrying a unit, and the East 
india Railway would be better if, with 
its cheap coal, its engines hauled 
American loads, even if lis coal con- 
sumption per engine mile were doubied 
and its engines had to be ecrapped at 
the end of fifteen years.” 

Railroads in United Kingdom. 

The Railway Returns for England 
and Wales, Scotland and Ireland, for 
the year 1900, issued by the Board of 
Trade, under date of July, 1901, show 
the following figures for the United 
Kingdom at the end of 1900: Railway 
lines open for traffic, 21,855 miles: num 
ber of passengers carried (exclusive of 
season-ticket holders.)  _1,142,276,686:

receipts, 800.068. 33. Compared with 
1899 there is shown an increase of 155 
miles of line; of 235,584,695 in passen- 
gers carried, and of 11,306,488 in tons 
carried; an increase of £23,784,389 in 
capital: of £3,134,791 in gross receipts, 
and of £4,652,833 in working expenses, 
and a decrease of £1,518,040 in net re- 
ceipts. Ten years ago the percentage 
of net/receipt« to total paid-up capi- 
tal, was 4.10; last year it was 3.41. The 
steady increase in the percentage of 
working expenses to gross receipts is 
remarkable. Commencing. with 1850, 
when it was 47 per cent., the opening 
years of the successive decades show 
these figures: . 51, 53, 54. 56, 59, 62. 
No dividends .were paid last year on 
capital 283.788. 700 On the 
remainder the dividends ranged from 1 
up to as high as 10 per cent., the 
amoufit of stock é@arning above 6 per 
cent, Rowever, being comparatively 
insignificant. About 138,000,000 earned 
from 2 to 3 per cent.; 151,000,000/ from 
3 to 4; 246,000,000 from 4 to 5, and 104. 
000,000 from 5 to 6 per cent. Alto- 
gether, British railway investors are 
justified in feeling disappointment 
over the results of the past few years. 
and apprehension of still more un- 
favorable conditions in the future.—

English-made Cars. 
The London Transport says: “Amer- 
fea is not, apparently, to have a 
monopoly in supplying British railways 
with high-capacity wagons. The Cale- 


donian Railway Company ordered 
twenty of the new type of: vehicles 
from America, but have placed a 


larger order—one for thirty wagons— 
with the Leeds Forge Company. The 
first of these wagons was dispatched 
some time ago. and the second com- 
plete vehicle left on Wednesday las 
week. The wagons are built of steel 
throughout, and will each carry thirty 
tons of minerals, while a test load of 
sixiy tons has been stood without in- 
jury.

On all his 
influence in maters economical is great.

The number of persons killed from al! 
causes in the working of railways Was 
1250 in 1900, against 1240 in 1899. Of 
the total killed in 18990 only 135 were 
passengers, or twenty less than the 
number of passengers killed in 1899. 
Injuries to passengers increased from 
2150 in 1899 to 2426 in 1900. Of the 
135 passengers killed, 119 came to their 
deaths through no fault of the rail- 
ways or misconduct on the part of 
their employés. Injuries due to mis- 
conduct of passengers or their want 
of caution 2 in number, the 
figures being 187 for 18 and 1563 
for 1800. 

The State Territorial, county and mu- 
nicipal texes paid by the lines in the 
Santa Fé system in the fiscal year 
1901 aggregated $1,640,000, as against 
$1,502,000 in 1900. These levies took last 
year 2.99 per cent of the total receipts 
from all sources, and 8.08 per, cent. of 
the total revenue for the year.

UNITED STATES STEEL co. 

STATEMENT OF EARNINGS. 

Some time ago gentlemen promi- 
nently connected with the management 
of the United States Stee! Corporation 
imtimeted that, so far as it coWld con- 
sisiently be done, says Bradstreet's, 
full statements would be given to the 
stockholders and the public in regard 
to the earnings of that organization 
and its constituent companies. As wae 
noted in these columns last week, 
financial interests were given assur- 
ance that the steel-workers’ strike had 
not impaired the earnings of the cor- 
poration, and that the regular divi- 
dends at the rates established in July 
would be paid for the second quarter. 
The promises as to both dividends and 
the publication of a statement have 
been duly redeemed. On last Tuesday 
the directors of the corporation held a 
meeting at which they declared a sec- 
ond quarterly dividend of 1% per cent., 
payable November 6. on the preferred 
stock, and a second dividend of 1 per 
cent. on the common stock, payable 
December 20. They also gave to the 
press and public a detailed statement 
of the earnings of the corporations in- 
cluded in the great combination for six 
months ending September 30. the As- 
ures for the latter month being partly

Balance applicable to sur- 
plus or new construction 
as the board of directors 
may decide at the end of 
The figures themselves are fully as 
favorable as had been looked for, Ik. 
indeed, they do not go beyond expecta- 
tions in that respect. When the first 
quarterly dividend was ‘declared it. was 
stated that the earnings for the three 
months ending June 30 were in the 
neighborhood of $26,000,000, According 
to the showing just made, in both the 
first and the second quarter, the reve- 
nues exceeded the amount in Gues- 
tion. It may, in fact, be calculated 
that the returns indicate that the Fed- 
eral Steel, American Steel and Wire 
and other large industrial companies 
which were acquired by the United 
Siates Steel Corporation have been 
earning during the past six months 
fully as large an amount as they did 
under separate management, and, fur- 
thermore, that the plants of the Car- 
negie company have yielded revenues 
which represent a fair return upon 
the sum at which they were capital- 
ized when that organization was ac- 
quired by the great steel combination. 
In a general way the report is re- 
garded as full, though some regret 
is expressed that it did not give more 
details as to the performance of the 
separate companies, It is also inter- 
eating to note that during the three 
months in which the strike was in 
progress the aggregate earnings of all 
the plants exceeded those of the first 
three months instead of representing 
an actual (decrease as was naturally 
anticipated. A suggestion, however, 
has been heard that the figures for the 
Three months covering the strike rep- 
resent antecedent business, and that 
the effects of the strike may appear 
in connection with the returns of the 
ensuing quarter. Resulting as the 


six months’ operations have done in 
u surplus over dividends of over $12,- 
000.000, the figures would indicate that 
in a year of activity in the steel in- 
dustry the Enſted States Steel Cor- 
poration is fully able to earn and pay 
the dividends on both common and 
preferred, while a further conclusion 
would be that, even if conditions should 
tend to reduce manufacturing profits 
in the steel trade, the fixed charges 
and dividends on the preferred stock 
can be regarded as safe. 

Another and very important consid- 
eration in connection with the report 
just made public is that it is to all ap- 
pearances a full and frank exhibition 
of what the cerporation has accom- 
plished. In adopting the policy of pub- 
lishing such returns the United States 
Steel Corporation has set a good ex- 
ample. it is no doubt impracticable 


of this class with the same fullness of 
detail as in a railroad company's re- 
port. At the same time industrial 
companies, with a few honorable ex- 
ceptions, have either made no reports 
at all or presented their earnin in 
the briefest and most uneatisfactory 
way. It is needless to remark that if 
the management of the United States 
Steel Corporation adheres to the de- 
termination which it Is announced has 
been reached in this respect the effect 
will unquestionably be to strengthen 
the position of its secugities in the 
eyes of the investing public.

A recent dispatch from W 
stated that President Roosevelt is set 
upon doing all he can to give this 
country a powerful navy. He has him- 
self had a considerable amount of ex- 
affairs, having 
served for a time in the Navy Depart- 
ment, and having written a naval his- 
tory of the War of 1812. The enthy- 
siasm of our strenuous President will 
doubtiess do much te facilitate the 
labors of those 
placing the United States in the front 
rank among the naval powers of the 
world. He is reported as expressing 
the opinion that an effective navy does 
not depend upon the number of ves- 
sels in commission, but upon the kind 
of ships ready for service. 

In this connection, some ideas ex- 
pressed by Rear-Admiral James E. 
Jouett, one of the few surviving naval 
heroes of the Civil War, are worthy 
of consideration by Congress. 
not sufficient that we should have mag- 
nificent war vessels, wonderful guns, 
the right men behind the guns, and 
“captains courageous” in command of 
the ships. All these strong points may, 
to a great extent, be neutralized by in- 
competence or lack of intelligence and 
ready coéperation among those whose 
duty it is to direct the movements of 
war vessels and the actions of their 
commanders from Washington. That 
things are not

proof in the unpleasant jealousy and 
bickerings that have culminated in the 
court of inquiry now in session.

BEATEN AND ROBBED.

REDLANDS, Oct. (From The

liam Johnson, a carpenter, was as- 
caulted, brutally beaten and robbed 
of all the money de possessed tonight 
in an alley in the rear of the Ste- 
venson place. In a cell in the City 
Jail, charged with the crime, is a 
painter who gave the name of O'Neal, 
but whose real name is believed to be 
McCormick. The prisoner has been 
identified by the victim of the robbery, 
who says that he cannot possibly be 
mistaken in the man. 

Johnson got off the Southern Pa- 
cific train from San Bernardino to- 
night shortly before 6:30 o'clock, and 
started through an alley to go to his 
destination. It was very dark there. 
and when he was in the rear of the 
Stevenson place, he was struck from 
behind by a man who jumped out upon 
him as he passed. What weapon was 
used is not known, but it must have 
been a heavy club or bar of iron, judg- 
ing from the nature and extent of the 
wounds received. Johnson did not fall, 
but tried to fight off his assailant 
who rained blow after blow upon his 


knocking him to the ground almost 
unconscious. The man then robbed 
him, securing less than $6, and ran 
away. 

As soon as he was able, Johnson 
crawled to the street and secured as- 
sistance. He was in a horrible condi- 
tion. One ear was hanging by a shred; 
his nose was almost cut off his face. 
both eyes were closed and numerous 
cuts and bruises about his face made 
his features unrecognizable. He gave

key,” or the original riddle? I must 
confess that I have little preference 
for the one form of occultism or the 
other. The propositions just quoted 
surely do not gain in credibility by 
masquerading under the name of ex- 
perimental psychology, which knows no 
such thing as an “energizing principle 
of the soul” or a dual mind. No; it 
is of no use to turn to one form of 
mysticism to give “the truth“! about 
another. Truth is particular about the 
company it keeps, and is not easily 
seduced by  high-sounding, empty 
phrases regarding “scientific law” and 
“fundamental postulates.” |

Chou, Dive Keeper. 


Chinese Villain Caught 
in Los Angeles. 


Chow in Toils After Having 
Been Foliowed Through 
Three Countries. 


The tale of Wong Chow, who, sleek | 


in appearance and heavy in avoirdu- 
pois, now reposes in the County Jail, 
is a living illustration of that old, old 
saying of the Sierra philosopher, that 
“for ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain. the anden — is 
' peculiar.” 
If only Uncle Sam's e@cere would 


and be content to shine in the livery of 


their service and pass over some things 
lightly without interfering with cer- 
tain kinds of traffic in Chinatown, al! 
according to 
Wong Chow's point of view, and he 
today would be enjoying the rich 
profits of his establishment, marked 
with red lights and closely-curtained 
windows. 


FEUD OF THE TONGS. 
The story of Wong Chow, like most 
Chinese dramas, covers a somewhat 


lengthy period. The first scene opens 
in the fall 


of 1894, when the police 
raided a lat of Chinese brothels. Among 


them was the notorious. Blue Front es- 


tablishment, on Apablase street, which 
was kept by Wong Chow and his wife, 
Now Chow.

CONTRADICTORY, AFFIDAVITS. 


Wong Chow and his wife * 
to the Secretary oi the Treasury, 
in support of their appeal affidavits 
of eight or ten Los Angeles men of 
some prominence were produced con- 
tradicting the report of the Chinese 
Inspector. The affidavits were 80 
strong that the Secretary of the Treas. 
ury sent all the papers to Putnam for 
reinvestigation. As a result of Put- 
nam's reinvestigation the Secretary of 
the Treasury ordered that admission to 
the United States be denied to Wong 
Chow and wow Chow, and that they 
be returned to China. N 
Soorf afterward Putnam received or- 
ders to attend to certain duties in and 
about El Paso, Tex. During his ab- 
sence Wong Chow and his wife re- 
turned to the United States and passed 
through Los Angeles in bond destined 
for Mexico*y way of Eagle Pass. Put- 
nam was informed of the return of the 
couple and he notified all the officers 
along the international line, giving 
them a description of the Chinaman 
and his wife, so that they might ‘be ap- 


prehended should they attempt to cross 


into the United States from Mexico. 
CROSSED THBP LINE. 


In January. 1900. Wong Chow crossed 
the line at El Paso and was immedi- 
ately arrested. Putnam went to San 
Francisco and procured the evidence 
in Wong Chow's case. The evidence 
was forwarded to El Paso and upon 
it Wong Chow was convicted of being 
illegally in the country. He was or- 
dered deported to China, but was after- 
ward mysteriously released on habeas 
corpus proceedings. He was, however, 
placed tinder a $200 bond for his ap- 
pearance in court when wanted. 

Upon being released Wong Chow 
he arrived at Naud's Junction in this 
city he was taken into custody by In- 
spector Putnam and taken before 
United States Commissioner Van 
Dyke on a charge of being illegally in 
the United States. When the officer 
was taking his prisoner into court he 
saw Wong Chow attempting to slip a 
paper into the hands of another China- 
man. Putnam secured possession of 
the paper and learned from it that his 
prisoner was under bond to appear be- 
fore the United States court in El 
Paso. Not wishing to interfere with 
the operations of any of Uncle Sam's 
courts, Putnam made immediate ap- 
plication for the release of his pris- 
oner, which was granted. Subsequently 
a: United States court at New Orleans 
overruled the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings of the El Paso court and ordered 
the oriental placed in the cystody of 
the United States Marshal. 

AT HIS OLD TRADE. 

After his release in this city Wong 
Chow? again started a brothel in 
Chinatown. Last Friday noon the El 
Paso court ordered Wong Chow's bond 
forfeited on account of his non-appear- 
ance, and issu.a a bench warrant for 
his arrest. 

Information of the court's action is 
supposed to have been conveyed to 
Wong Chow, for in the afternoon the 
women that had n kept in his estab- 
lishment were mysteriously removed 
from the place. At 3 p.m. Inspector 
Putnam received a telegram telling of 
the court's action. He searched for 
Wong Chow, but, although he hunted 
through the brothel and the neighbor- 
ing places, he was unable to find the 
elusive heathen. A little later Put- 
nam saw Wong Chow peeping out into 
an alley and placed him under arrest. 
Ine prisoner was in an ugly mood and 
vainly tried to escape. 

Wong Chow was taken before United 
States Commissioner Van Dyke and 
the case was continued until next 
Saturday to give time for an officer 
to arrive from El Paso with the war- 
rant. The prisoner is said to have 
boasted that he would return to Mex- 
ico within a year. 

WIFE ALSO DEPORTED. 

Now Chow, the wife of the prisoner, 
crossed the line above Fil Paso and 
went sixty miles by team to Deming.
